' WASHINGTON, Feb. 12— 
Retired Maj. Gen. Edwin A. 
.Walker's candidacy for gov- 
ernor of Texas appears to 
be unwelcome to conserva- 
tives on two counts. 

It materially reduces his 
effectiveness as a witness 
before the Stennis subcom- 
mittee on the purported 
muzzling of the military. 

He was slated to appear 
as a military hero who for- 
feited his retirement pay 
in order to crusade against 
communism. By tills action, 
he has added that overtone 
of right-wing politics which 
had been charged against 
him by his civilian su* 
periors. 

The walker candidacy 
will drain off funds which 
the conservatives badly 
need and will tend to identi-. 
fy them with the John 
Birch Society, of which the 
general admits he Is a 
member. Many of them had 
taken up his cause against 
the Pentagon and had 
hoped to use him in vari- 
ous campaigns in. and out- 
side Texas'. 

On Hfs Own 

Walker refused to take 
political advice of any kind 
from his principal sponsor, 
Sen. Thurmond, South

He told reporters when, 
he filed in the Democratic' 
primary last weekend as 
governor he beUeved he 
could help stop "the Ameri- 
can retreat from victory 
based on a no-win policy." 

American voters have 
still to elect a governor for 
foreign policy reasons, a' 
fact of politicaJ life with 
which the very much better - 
known Richard Nixon is 
wrestling in California. 

The Walker candidacy 
will have meaning, how- 
ever, in that it wUl afford 
some idea of the true pull- 



ing power of the issues pro- 
moted by the Birchers.

Walker will be running 
in an impressive field which 
includes Gov.

The Texas primary is 
May 5. One month later, 
men holding roughly, the 
Walker views ■ will be run- 
ning in the California pri- 
mary for the Republican 
nominations for governor 
and senator.

A source who has furnished reliable Information in 
the past advised on August 10 - 11^ 1965 j as follows: 

A demonstration was planned at Woodrow Wilson High 
School, Long Beach, California, on August 10, 19^5, where 
General Walker was scheduled to appear as a speaker in 
criticism of Administration policy with respect to war in 
Vietnam. It was expected that there would be 100 demonstrators 
picketing this function, representing the Young Democrats^ 
VJomen*s Stiid^ke for Peace, Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, 
and civil rights and church groups » 

Twenty-one demonstrators arrived at 7:00 p.m. , being 
later joined by others with a total of thirty-five picketing. 
Included among them was one female Negro and two male Negroes 
with the balance of the group distributed about evenly among

The placards did not indicate what organizations 
were represented by the demonstrators. 

It was estimated there were 1,500 in attendance 
xor General Walker's speech with $1.00 admission charge. 

It was announced at the meeting that General Walker's 
appearance was sponsored by the Long Beach Chapters of the 
John Birch Society. Walker criticized the Administration 
for moving toward a one world government. He was critical 
of alleged appeasement methods by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. Walker said the politicians, not the military, are 
controlling the war in Vietnam and have adopted a no-win 
policy. 

The demonstration was peaceful and there were no 
incidents between demonstrators and Birch Society members.
